HANDS OFF CHINA 

T HE situation in China is a challenge to American intelligence, fairness knd goodwill. 
Many of the ablest Americans in China*—missionaries, business men, and journal¬ 
ists—have given proof of their disinterested friendship for that country. Their influ¬ 
ence will be lost unless it is supported from America. The Rev. Harry F. Ward, of the 
Union Theological Seminary and the Methodist Social Service Commission, and Paul 
Blanshard, Field Secretary of the League for Industrial Democracy and a member of the Con¬ 
gregational Social Service Commission, both of whom are now in Shanghai, have sent the 
following’cable to a number of us, asking for the immediate relief of the strikers in that city: 

Two hundred thousand strikers Shanghai alone. Probably continue many weeks. Verj 
little Russian money. Leadership nearly all Chinese. Responsible local committee. Ward 
Blanshard. 


We have also received the following cablegram: 

Student Union sends following appeal all American groups. Two hundred thousand 
strikers living sixty cents weekly. Fighting against 12-hour day, child labor, for right to 
organize. Appeal American labor. Chinese people peace loving but foreign imperialism un¬ 
endurable. Organizing decisive fight against unequal treaties imposed by aggressive powers 
especially Great Britain, Japan. We Chinese students, representing will of nation, request 
your help. 


Three tasks are ahead of us: 

1. To provide relief to the strikers now threatened with actual starvation. Sixty cents will 
support a striker for a week. 

2. To stop every effort to use American gunboats, American money and American men to 
fasten foreign imperialism on China. 

3. To work not only in America but other countries to alter the treaties under which the 
Chinese are made the serfs of foreign powers. 


Pending the organization of a permanent committee* our temporary treasurer, 
Morris L. Ernst, Treasurer of the American Fund for Public Service, 7 Dey Street, 
New York City, will receive and transmit to the local committee on strike relief at 
Shanghai all funds entrusted to him.

My dear Mr. Page:- 

First let me thank you for your courtesy 
in sending me the copies of “War, its Causes, Consequences, 
and Cure 11 and “Imperialism and Nationalism 11 . I had seen 
and read with interest your War hook and I must thank you 
for various very valuable suggestions which I have derived 
from your book on Imperialism. 

I have reread the manuscript of tt What Price 
Peace?” and I have made a number of notations on the margin. 

My chief notations, you will see, relate to the use you make 
of the Supreme Court of the United States as a model for 
international organization. I have seen this position 
taken by others, very strongly by Miss Kellor, and I think 
it very vulnerable indeed. If the International Court is 
ever assailed by the nations with anything like the venom ' 
and plausibility with which our Supreme Court was assailed 
in its early history and also just before, during and after^£_ 
Civil War, it certainly could not survive. The only salva¬ 
tion of the Court, in my judgment is in closely restricting 
its jurisdiction and it is this conviction which makes me 
distrustful of committing to it the great powers which our 
Outlawry friends, rather loosely, I think, contemplate giv¬ 
ing to it. 


Please consider also my notations as to your 
quotations from Madison and others as to the use of force 
and I must say that I think you press the argument from the 
restricted powers to make war which our constitution gives 
to our states to a greater limit than is soulLd. This 
restriction was a surrender of one of many powers which in¬ 
dependent states have always exercised^on being made a*- a 
part of the family arrangement which was being consummated, 
and it seems to me that it does not add to the strength of 
your argument to lay greater stress than it seems to de¬ 
serve upon the result of one surrender of the many which 
were made. These are my chief criticisms of what otherwise 
I consider an extremely effective and valuable discussion of 
the whole subject. 

I am enclosing a form of introduction which 
you may use if you think it worth while, but please do not

think that because I am sending it you are in any wise 
committed to using it or that I shall be offended if you 
think it not useful. You will see that I have followed 
your suggestion of laying chief emphasis upon the program 
for the Outlawry of War which you present for the first 
time in an authoritative way to the public. 

I cannot say that I am disappointed in Borah. 

I never thought he had a good mind or that he is using 
the mind which he has in a candid effort to serve his coun¬ 
try. I think he is a self-seeking opportunist who is scor¬ 
ing for position against the President and that he thinks 
the Court furnishes him the best ground at present available 
for launching a campaign for the nomination for President. 

I think he is mistaken in his judgment and I would be very 
sure of it if the Outlawry people will only break with 
him as we were given reason to think they would in our last 
conference. Whatever others may do, those of us who be¬ 
lieve in the League as a necessary supplement to the Court 
in any form must stand by the program of June 27th, and as 
you will see by the introduction which I have written, it 
is my purpose to do so regardless of what others may choose 
to do.

Before the accounts and detailed reports of the 
releases on the ^orld Court and Outlawry of War Compromise had 
come to my desk, it was necessary for me to cover the Conference on 
International Relations from the Christian Point of View at 
Chautauqua. You will be interested to know that literally hundreds 
of p-.pers carried the advance Chautauqua story stating that "the 
principles of Jesus" would be applied to international relations, 
^his marks an, advance that seemed impossible two or three years ago. 

The outlawry of war was sent as follows:

In addition, the supplementary release went to 
approximately 700 important papers including the Washington correspondents, 
special groups of newspaper men interested in this kind of material. 

New York magazines, 80 of the more important religious papers and the balance 
were daily papers, both afternoon and morning. 

In order to give those papers whose stories had not yet 
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boon mailed the names that had been added to the list of signers 
900 sheets were thrown away and the new sheets substituted. In 
addition it was necessary to send these names to 322 editors and 
writers whose material had been mailed. 

Conferring with the Post Office Department we found that 
we could send the additional namesby mail to all exoept the Boise, Idaho 
papers. It was. sent there and to Columbus by telegraph because of the 
absolute necessity of having JUitice'Allen's name there on time. As soon 
as I reoeived the names I also telephoned them to the. press associations 
in Washington. 


In writing to l&r. Johnson on July 6 I told him that 
the oost of sending out the story would be about 7 1/2 cents per copy. 
The figures were so close to this that I let it stand.at 7 1/2 cents. 
The supplementary release and the additional names added a bit to the 
cost but not much. 


The story really received remarkable attention. 

You wrote it well. It hit a psychological moment. The editorial 
oomment whioh I picked up while on my way to Chautauqua was quite 
impressive. YJhether editors approved the compromise or not they all 
expressed approval of the idea of international cooperation. Of oourse, 
you realize that many editors are not acquainted with the outlawry of 
war plan and what it means* 

One thing is certain and that is that you again made in¬ 
ternational relations a front pafee story and eubjeot for editorials.

The World Court—Outlawry of War 
Agreement 

Editor, Christian Work: 

I have just read the editorial in your issue of 
July 25th dealing 'with the World Court-Outlawry 
of War agreement made public on July 15th, It 
seems to. me that you have vastly under-estimated 
the significance of this harmony program. You 
mentioned the names of several of the Outlawry of 
War Leaders.and then said, “They have signed an 
agieement with one or two leaders of the larger 
peace movements,” and you mention only the names 
of Justice Clarke and Professor Shotwell. I won¬ 
der why the names of such staunch League advo¬ 
cates as Bishop Brent, Sherwood Eddy, Fred B. 
Smith, Professor Hayes, Judge Mack, President 
Cowling, Ernest Johnson and Justice Allen were 
omitted ? 

The significance of this proposal is two-fold. It 
represents a real unification of hitherto divided 
foices. Second, it links the idea of outlawry with 
entrance of the United States into the Court. 

I am myself convinced that this joint proposal points 
the way to the ultimate entrance of the United 
States into the League. I am further convinced 
that the only possible basis upon which America 
wilt enter the League is on an outlawry basis. I 
hope.therefore, that you will feel inclined to treat 
this joint proposal with the seriousness that it de¬ 
serves.

Your letters of July 16th and 28th have reached me here, 

I have just come back from a weeks journey into France for a Conference 
there. Many thanks for keeping me informed and many more for the 
way in which you are handling the situation that has arisen from our 
conferences. 


I cannot of course add anything of much interest from this 
side of the Atlantic, With reference to this particular plan because of 
course it is very distinctly American, but I want just to say two things. 
The first is that the more I have thought of the work we have undertaken 
the more cordially have I determined to support it uponmy return to 
America, and I am sure that Dr Morrison’s editorial on the five years 
ahead of us is no over-statement of the situation. 

The opportunity is as great as the task itself and that 
is about all that one can say. 

In the second place, I have taken pains to explain both 
in the Institute for International Relations here and in conversation 
with colleagues specially in England,and Germany, what we are trying 
to do in the clarification of the peace movement in America, 

I am bound to say that there has been rather more interest in the action 
of the Massachusetts Congregational Church and similar resolutions with 
reference to American use or possible misuse of neutrality, than in the 
realisation of a single plan for outlawing war. This does not mean ary 
less Interest in actually reaching the desired result, but the movement 
to outlaw war here is bound up with the fate of the Protocol and of the 
principles which it enunciates, and centres at Geneva, 

The method planned at our conference does not seem to them to go as far 
as the peace forces in Europe think they can go by way of the League, 

This as you know is my opinion too. After listening to all the dis¬ 
cussions before I sailed I came to the conclusion that the American 
movement to outlaw war is really no further along, if it is as far' along 
the war that leads to the elimination iSf all war, as the plan which may 
be realised in Europe.

Please do not misunderstand this. I am not substituting 
one for the other, but merely re-stating what I have said all along 
that the organisation of the peace movement is a federal one that 
must include parallel forces working along towards a common end. 

My final judgement is that the extent to which each of us within 
this common movement can contribute to the ultimate attainment of 
peace must be proportionate to our faith and our resolution to make 
good in our respective spheres. With good faith among ourselves, 
with unalterable resolution to reach the end before us, with mutual, 
charity and understanding, we can accomplish the greatest of all revolu¬ 
tions in the world 1 ® history. This is the high privilege and task 
of this generation. It is an uhescapable responsibility placed 
upon us by the fact that to us at least, war under modern conditions 
has been revealed to us in such fulness of tragedy as to offer for the 
first time a chance to mobilise the intelligence as well as the material 
forces of society, for not only the outlawing but the ending of war 
itself.

Dear KArby: 

Thank you very much for your letter of July 13th. I am very flad 
to know that some of the stuff I sent you was of use and that the Hatio n 
plans to print oarts of it. I am also glad that you sent some of it to 
Robbins and that he is using it in his interview withBorah. I ho oe that 
Borah will keep up the good work as he h as taken the leadership of the 
liberal forces in China at the present time. You probably have heard 
of the cable which 190 Americans of Uorth China sent to him approving 
of his stand. <»e also sent him a long letter which gave in detail our 
view of the present situation. I am sending under separate cover a pam¬ 
phlet which the Peking header has put out on the Shanghai case. It 
contains additional material which may be of use to you. 

The critical issue which is before us now is with regard to the 
Tariff Conference. The Vi/ashington Conference provided for a Conference 
to meet to discuss an increase in the tariff in China as soon as the 
Washington treaty was ratified by all the powers. Prance has finally 
ratified the treaty, having been able to bold it up until she could 
coerce China into giving her a favorable settlement on the Gold Franc 
issue. It now aopears that many of the Chinese are not content to 
simply have a conference which will discuss a certain increase in the 
tariff but are demanding tariff autonomy. I had a long talk with 
Stanley Hornbeck who was at theYfebhlnglBft Conference and he has until 
recently been the chief adviser of the -department of ^tate on Rar ^ast¬ 
ern affairs. He stated that he himself saw no fundamental reason as to 
why China should not be granted complete autonomy on the matter of the 
tariff. The question is as to whether or not America will insist upon 
this being included in the Agenda or will limit the Agenda simply to 
the increase - of the present rates, not touching the question of for¬ 
eign control. The main argument which is advanced against giving the 
Chinese control of her customs is that the money which will be realized 
will not go to the furtherance of constructive projects in China, but 
will go into the hands of the militarists and will be used by them to 
increase their already menacing armies. I must confess that this ar¬ 
gument fails to register with me. In the first plane the problem of 
militarism is a Chinese problem and one that they are keenly cognizant 
of. Dven granting that a good deal of the money which would comb from 
the tariff would go into the hands of these militarists, 1 do not see 
that it follows that China should not control her tariff. As a matter 
of fact, many of the keenest Chinese leaders believe the military 
situation will probably have to grow worse before it grows better.' As 
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long as everyone is agreed, including the English, that international 
intervention is unwise and impossible, I see no other solution but to 
let ^hina solve her own problem of militarism. I believe that once 
the aroused public opinion which is now primarily directed against 
the unequal treaties, is appeased by justice having been given to her, 
that this same public opinion will turn and demand that a responsible 
central Government be established and that the militarists be made 
subordinate to it. I hope therefore, that you will look into this 
question of 'the tariff and will do all in yoiir power to strengthen the 
forces in America who are demanding that complete autonomy be given to 
China on this question. I also personally believe that the time has 
come when the foreign troops should be withdrawn from Chinese soil. 

As a matter of fact, they give no protection at the present time, kven 
as conservative a man as Hoger Greene of the China Medical Board, 
states that he believes that we would be better off without them. As 
long as they remain they relieve the Chinese from taking the full 
responsibility for giving us protection, whereas as a matter of fact 
they are the only ones who are able to do it effectively. Certainly a 
few troops stationed in Peking or Tientsin can give no protection to 
Americans scattered throughout the many centers of inland China. 

I am del ighted that the peace forces in America were able 
to agree as I believe this marks a real sten faward . Much as I was 
in sympathy with the group who were seeking to outlaw war, I felt 
that they were somewhat prejudiced intheir attitude toward the world 
court. I am glad that they "nave now; joined our common program and I 
hope that we shall see real results in the near future.

During the Great War I was consistently berated by my 
British friends as being pro-German. The Idea that one might be pro- , 
what -seems-to-be-right seemed beyond their grasp. So now a new 
term has come into currecy throxigh the columns of the North Chi 
Daily News--"anti-foreign foreigners. 1 ' Anyone who sides at all wltn 
the Chinese is dubbed an anti-foreign foreigner. Happily there is a 
not inconsiderable number of these judases abroad. I think you would 
be encouraged to find a "remanat 0 who h a ve learned not to d&noe when 
the professional patrioteer and propogandlst begins to pipe. This 
reniant in Peking exeroised considerable influence over the Foreign 
Legations. I give them credit for having a good deal to do with the 
advanced position of the Legations as compared with the Consular 
Body in Shanghai and its pjrotege, the Shanghai Municipal Council. 

Immediately after May 30 a little group here in Shang- ! 
hai got busy and tried to bring representative Chinese and foreigners 
together for a faoe to faoe discussion of issues and as urea which 

should be used in dealing with them. The same group at the same time 
tried to influence the authorities to relax in the measures of force | 
, they Instinctively and increasingly set out to apply. The authorities 
insisted that "the Chinese" understood no language but foroe and that 
.a gesture of generosity would be Interpreted only as weakness. So 
the Volunteers were oalled out and paraded the streets for weeks. 

Armored cars commanded important crossroads. Gunboats were oabled 
for and lined up along the tund—thirteen out of twenty of them at 
one time flying the stars and stripes. Marines were added to the 
laid forces patrolling the streets. I told the Commissioner of polloe 
early in the game that the public was in a condition which called 

for psychic treatment, not surgery. The authorities continued however 
to apply only surgery and more a d more of it

Dear Friend; 


I have intended for sometime to write you about the anti¬ 
christ ian Movement whioh is exerting a large influence in China &t 
the present time. The movement is widespread and it goes fairly 
deei in its challenge to Christianity. This challenge in my opinion 
is not altogether to bo deplored, it is changing the indifference 
of multitudes to religion into inter os t. At the same time it is 
doing the Christian movement a real.service by colling our attention 
to failures and weakness within ourselves which it is well for us 
to realize. 


Recently I asked a group of students, leaders in the anti- 
Christian organization of an interior provincial capitol, what their 
chief counts against Christianity were. One after another they 
spoke enumerating a dozen or more reasons why they thought Christian¬ 
ity should be opposed. Thoso charges which they expressed frankly 
and pointedly oentored around two main objections—those “based on^ 
materialistic rationalism and those based on an awakened nationalism. 
Their remarks made up a disconcerting tissue of truths, half truths, 
mis conceptions, and prejudices. Their general position, however, 
was easily understand able to anyone who trios tp sec things from 
the other man*s point of view. 


Christianity, they said, is dogmatio, irrational, in con¬ 
flict with science, superstitious, opposed to progress. Whatever 
grounds there may be for these charges are magnified in the Chinese 
mind which has historically "been social rather than theological xn 
its interests. The oritios of Christianity moreover naturally 
judge it in terms of actualities which they see, not in terms of 
unrealized ideals. They see organized Christianity represented 
in C}iina under one hundred and forty different labels, divided by 
differences in dogmas and practises which arc meaningless to the 
uninitiated. This chaotic condition in tho Church sadly weakens 
it as tho exponent of a spiritual view of lifo which it should bo 
presenting in sharp opposition to tho stork materialism widely 
preached in China at present. "Karl Marx has more disciples in 
China than Jesus Christ," a government school principal said to 
mo spmetirae ago. 


Tho most vigorous attacks on Christianity at present, 
how over, oro expressions of tho rising tide of nationalism which 
sweeping around the world has engulfed China. The anti-Christian 
movement is in certain important aspects a Chineso counterpart to 
American itu £lux Klanism. "Christianity," say its critics, 
"threatens tic political and cultural integrity of our nation. 

It servos, though at times unconsciously, as the agent of Western 
imperialism—political, commercial, and cultural. Hos^not tho 
murder of missionaries been usocl as on excuse for robbing us of 
our territory? Missionary propoganda and trade expansion have .. 
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gone hand in hand- Missions, especially mission schools, hove 
by subtle processes of 1 cultural ponotration 1 sought to overthrow 
our ancient civilization and to substitute therefor a civiliza¬ 
tion which the European War has made us loathe to accept.” 

The shooting of Chinese student demonstrators by foreign 
police on the streets of Shanghai on May 30th was the match needed 
"to start a general conflagration. The tinder wap set all over the 
country. Everywhere men had been crying out for months against the 
"unequal treaties" on the basis of which foreign governments control 
and administer China's tariff, foreigners resident in Chino are 
exempt fron Chinese law, and other infringements Of China's 
sovereignty aro maintained. 

Great Britain has had to pay for hor long ascendency in 
Ear Eastern affairs by being singled out as tho arqh-off end or 
against China's rights. It is impossible to understand the present 
situation except in terms of war. China and Groat Britain have 
been engaged for tho post two months and more in War. It has been 
an economic war and not a war of nrmios and navies. Apparently, 
however, tho same sort of propogarda is required to maintain both 
spocios of war. Tho familiar psychology of 1914-18 quickly appear¬ 
ed. Opinions havo boon sharp, absolute, intolerant. Onos own 
side has been absolutely right and the opposing side, therefore, 
absolutely wrong. The way of tho neutral has been hard, partisans 
have insisted that'"those who arc not for us are against us." The 
Chinese havo closely sorutinized their missionary acquaintances 
to see whether their primary loyalty in this orisi is to Christ 
or to Caesar. Eoreignors have boon equally quick bo detect 
"defection" in their rapks expressed in sympathy with tho Chino: 
cause; "anti-foreign foreigners." is the special term of opprobrium 
which has been coined to stigmatize such. This, by and largo, 
has been the general situation. Happily thero have been both 
Chinese and foreigners who have risen above this fatal war 
psychology though thoy havo boon in a decided minority. 

Can an international Christian enterprise survive war? 

This is the issue we havo been facing. International Christian 
movements broke down in Europe when the Groat War broke out. The 
missionary enterprise in China is perhaps under even greater 
stress sinee unfortunately it has toe often carried in men's 
minds an assumption of superiority over those to bo evangelized. 

Can we, missionaries from tho West, learn to differentiate more 
clearly between Christianity and Western civilization and to 
propogate tho one apart from tho other? Can wc summons a now and 
increasingly intelligent appreciation of tho "spiritual inherit¬ 
ance of the Chinose pooplo," and bring Christianity to them in 
the spirit of our Master who said, "I como not tc destroy but to 
fulfill?" Aro wo wise enough and courageous enough to make dras¬ 
tic changes in our institutional organisms to adjust thorn to tho 
cataclysmic changes taking place in our Intellectual and spiritual 
environment? I? .onr answers to those ernestions arc affirmative 
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ono fools sure that the anti-Christian movement will be looked 
back upon as tho greatest help to true Christianity and indigenous 
Christianity in China which could have come. 


When the situation was most tense Dr, David 2Ui, our 
National General Secretary called together from all parts of the 
country eighty five of our senior secretaries responsible leaders 
of the Young Men 1 s Christian Association Movement in China. 

Forty five of this number wore Chinese. Ono wondered whether 
even this group could rise above the national and racial suspicions 
and strife about us. We mot for two strenuous weeks. Wo faced 
real issues. We ended more united in mind and more closely knit 
together in heart than wo started. Our Chinese colloagues assured 
us of their deep appreciation of America^ friendship and. her 
generous contributions to tho Association Movomont in China, 

Their desire for continued cooperation from America is sincere 
and it would he a- calamity indeed wore thoro to he a let up in 
America*s expressions of love and confidence at this particular 
time of stress and strain, harder far on our Chinese colleagues 
than it is on us. The American secretaries on the other hand 
expressed their wholoheartod desire to he merged completely in 
the China movement as long as we are in its service. Wo want 
no status or relationships which msy oven suggest that the Young 
Men 1 s Christian Association of China is other than an autonomous 
Chinese Christian Movement bound to other national movements only 
by ties of mutual helpfulness and by common membership in a truly 
international brotherhood. 

It is in such islands of mutual understanding, apprecia¬ 
tion and cooperation as that exemplified in this conference that 
ono finds himself lpoking with renewed hope beyond tho present 
strife and turmoil to a coming cloy of "peace on earth, good-will 
among men,"

Thank you for your letter of 
September 14. I have read more carefully 
Judge Clarke's statement and find that I was 
mistaken. I overlooked one expression in his 
introduction which made all the difference. My 
first reading had given me the impression that 
he thought your book was written from the stand¬ 
point of the "harmony" plan and as an exposition 
of it whereas he is referring only to one chapter 
dealing with that subject. 

Your own position and mine have long 
been practically identical and I believe they are 
still at bottom. I thoroughly approve of the 
plan to ca-rry on an educational campaign for the 
outlawry of war in connection with our entrance 
into the World Court. What I oppose is the confusion 
that would arise if another bill were to be introduced 
by any large section of the peace forces in opposition 
to the bill now before the Senate. This would 
undoubtedly result in a deadlock , mutual recrimination 
and the stultification of the peace movement for 
a period of time.

My dear Mr. Page: 

The American ]'und For Public Service, sometimes 
known as the C^rlan^Func^ is planning a series 
of investigations and puttished studies on 
American investments abroad, particularly in 
Latin-America. During the coming year investi¬ 
gations will be made of American investments 
in Cuba, Santo Domingo and Bolivia, with the 
aim in view of discovering the extent of the 
investments, the methods pursued and the results 
of these investments for the civilization, cul¬ 
ture and political institutions of the countries 
involved. Particular attention will be given to 
the relation between American investments and 
the policy of the American State Department. 
Competent and objective investigators will 
devote all or most of the year to each of these 
three investment areas. 

The Trustees of the Fund have asked me to direct 
this work and have empowered me to secure an 
•Advisory Committee who may be consulted about 
methods to be employed and the desirable and 
effective ways of making available the informa¬ 
tion acquired by the investigators. The plan 
would be for this Advisory Committee to meet 
two or three times during the year at a dinner 
in New York City to discuss these matters, 
to meet the investigators and to hear reports 







concerning the progress they have made in 
their studies. Members of the Committee would 
serve without pay, but their expenses in coming 
to the New York meetings would naturally be 
met by the Fund. Certain members of the Adviso-ry 
Committee may be requested to act also as an 
Editorial Committee to read the manuscripts 
submitted by the investigators and to suggest 
changes or additions. Eor work of this sort 
an adequate honorarium will be provided, and 
no member of the Advisory Committee as such 
would be required to consent in advance to ser¬ 
ving on the Editorial Committee. On behalf of 
the Fund I should like to extend to you a 
hearty invitation to serve as a member of this 
Advisory Committee, and I sincerely hope that y<u 
will find your way clear to accepting.

On Christian Social Order 

I A/vMIcf-wesfcern conffcreilceol^W Lul in¬ 
terest was held throughout the month of 
August at Olivet College, Olivet, Mich., 
under the auspices of the Fellowship for 
a Christian Social Order. Kirby Page 
directed the conference, but the only pre- : 
determined part of the program was its 
division into subjects for each of the four 
weeks of the conference on economic, 
political, racial, and international prob¬ 
lems. The second week was of special 
import and was attended by ministers of 
various denominations. Two Unitarians, 
Rev. Clara Cook Helvie of Moline, Ill., 
and Dr. Mary Schroeder of Rush Medical 
College, took part in the discussions, as 
did Rev. B. G. Carpenter, D.D., Univer- 
salist minister and well-known forum 
director of Peoria, Ill. Interest focused 
upon the outstanding political and edu¬ 
cational problems. 

Among those who, during* the special 
week, gave of the results of their study 
and experience were: Dr. George A. Coe 
of Teachers’ College; George W. Cole-: 
man of Ford Hall fame, Dr. Frederick A. 
Moore, director of the Chicago Forum 
Council; Justice Florence E. Allen of 
Ohio, the only woman justice of a State 
Supreme Court; Dr. F. Ernest Johnson 
and Dr. Benson Y. Landis of the Depart¬ 
ment of Research and Education of the 
Federal Council of Churches; and Dr. 
John E. Kirkpatrick, whose findings with 
reference td the government of Harvard 
College will soon be given to the public. 
Dr. Charles C. Morrison, editor of the 
Christian Century , summed up the dis¬ 
cussions. Dr. J. Stitt Wilson, special 
lecturer for the educational department 
of the Y. M. C. A., conducted a school 
within the conference, where picked stu¬ 
dents from about twenty-five colleges at¬ 
tended a regular course of lectures. Dr. 
Wilson permitted a few other interested 
persons to attend his lectures, which gave 
an opportunity of learning at first hand 
something about the way in which this 
organization is trying to reconcile science 
and Christianity. 

Attending the Conference were repre¬ 
sentatives from Antioch College, the 
Y. W. C. A., professors from Mid-western 
colleges and universities, representatives 
from outstanding business experiments 
like those of A. Nash & Co., and the 
Columbia Conserve Co. The Fellowship 
is undertaking a thorough survey of Mr. 
Nash's business, its methods and results, 
which will later bo given to the public,

My deer Fred: 

Many thanks for yoar good letter of 
September 16th. I think you understand that some 
of us look upon the Harmony Peace program primar¬ 
ily from its educational standpoint rethei than 
from its political practicability. 

We have, all along, recognized that 
the chance of getting it adopted by the senate 
is small. There is, ofcourse a here possibility 
that the Irreconcilablea will develop sufficient 
etrength to delay favorable action for some weeks. 

I happen to know that Senator Borah feels confi¬ 
dent that this will be the case, and that after 
two or three weeks debate, the administration s 
tactics will be changed. Senator Borah believes 
that at this point, there is a possibility to get 
president Goolidge and the administration to sup¬ 
port a bill which will take us into the Court im¬ 
mediately, but with certain outlawry conditions^ 
attached to our continuation in the Court beyond 
a given period. 

My own guess is that the chances of 
this happening are only abont one in a hundred, 
but that our entrance with a definite commitment 
to outlawry is of suoh vastly greater significance 
than merely going In with the barest rain imam of 
responsibility, ttaa* we ought not to abandon this 
one chance until absolutely necessary, ^ersonaaly, 
I do not see how our Harmony program at all Jeo¬ 
pardizes the minimum program being supported by 
the peace organizations. To ask for more than 
you expeat to get is a very oommon political pro¬ 
cedure. 

The real significance of the Harmony 
program, however, is an educational one. you and 
I agree that the Court as it now stands, is utterly 
inadeouste to cope with the more serious inter¬ 
national emergencies, and that the entrance of 
the united states on the Harding, Hugies, coolidge 
basis would do little to strengthen the present 
fundamental weakness of the Court. Atlecst three 





for preserving the peace. These three require* 
ments ere the very three points of the Harmony 
prostram. It will be of enormous value to peaoe 
wort of this country if, during the present 
nation-wide discussion, incident to the Senate 
dehate, the inadequacies of the Court as at pres¬ 
ent constituted, are fully understood by the 
American people* Education along this line at 
the present time, will make it vastly easier to 
take the next steps when the entrance of the 
United States into the Court is oat of the way* 

Thus you will see that the enthusiasm 
of some of us for the Harmony program is based 
upon the one ohance in e hundred that this pro¬ 
posal may be accepted as a compromise measure in 
the case of a deadlock in the L-enate and, and 
second, because of its enormous educational value 
during these days of discussion* 

For the life of me, I do not see the 

wisdom of the £?ttoched upon the Harmony program 
Which is being made in certain quarters. I re¬ 
call that a while ago you were very eager to heve 
some of us talk with Mr. Morrison concerning the 
attitude of the Christian Century. You will ad¬ 
mit that as a result of the Harmony conferences 
the’attitude of the Christian Century has been 
completely reversed on this issue. If we could 
have a visit together I think you would agree 
with me that it is dowe the pathway of outlawry 
that we must proceed if America is safe to enter 
the League of nations. 

Some of these days I hope we may 
hove a good visit together about this Whole ques¬ 
tion. T am very eager to talk with you about the 
cempaign in the collogos. When ore you coming 

this way?

He believes thrt there will be a prolonged 
debate on the Court and that at the end of two or 
three weeks the administration will bo prepared 
to ohungo its taotios* It is that moment that ho 
expects to suggest the Harmony program as a com¬ 
promise between the regular Court OdTOoatos and 
the Irreconoilables. The senator does not think 
it is the taotios for him to announce in advance 
that ho is going to support the Harmony program. 
Robbins is planning to have a delegation appear 
before the Committee on Foreign Relations of the 
Senate on behalf of our agreement. He is suggest¬ 
ing Juctioe Olerke, Bishop Brent, Juetioe Allen 
and 0.0* Morrison. This will furnish the action 
for wide publicity to our proposal. 


The regular World Court 

advooatos are absolutely confident that tae World 
Court measure will pass very quiokly. Sent tor 
BDrsh, ofoouree* rtoea not share this foiling* 

It does eeem likely, however, that the United 
States will enter the Court either on the Hard¬ 
ing, Hughes, Coolidge basis or on some compro¬ 
mise .plan. With Senator Borah committed to the 
Harmony plan* the only absolute Irraaonollabla a 
are senetor Johnson, Reid, Blecse, raid possibly 
younff la Follette if he is elected, as now seems 

likely.

Thank you for your letter of September 18. 

I realize that it is from the educational standpoint 
that all of us are talking outlawry of war. The 
idea is in its early stages of development practically, 
however, since Borah would be the last man in the 
Senate to propose that steps be taken to perpetuate 
the status quo in Europe and one of the last men in 
the Senate to accept a summons to court for the 
United States if any one else were advocating "affirma¬ 
tive jurisdiction for a World Court". 

One of the troubles with the "harmony" 
plan is that it is a new legislative measure to be 
introduced in the eleventh hour in the hope of 
stampeding two-thirds of the United States Senate 
into voting for it. This seems to me bad strategy 
and bad morals. After we have worked for more than 
two years until we have got the President and more 
than two-thirds of the Senators committed to support 
a specific bill, it is politically immoral in my 
judgment for us to desert that bill and substitute 
another at the last minute and ask them to vote for 
that instead. 


In my July and August Bulletins and in 
the Coolidge pamphlet, I have presented very carefully 
the case against this new plan. The five arguments 
in the July Bulletin remain unanswered to this day. 

I believe them Unanswerable. 

This morning's paper announces that 
Borah will start a campaign against the World Court 
in Chicago October 20. It seems to me that we must 
do everything in our power to hold the peace movement

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steady behind the Harding-Hughes-Coolidge 
proposal which we have long sponsored, until it is 
adopted. My own efforts will be directed towards 
this end and I am glad to find that this is the 
position taken by the great women's organizations. 

One sentence in your letter struck 
me particularly. You say that it is "down the 
pathway of outlawry that we must proceed if 
America is ever to enter the League of Nations." 

I believe that we shall enter the League of 
Nations with reservations on Articles X and XVI 
years before war is effectively outlawed. The 
universal outlawry of war requires a genuine will 
to peaoe such as does not exist in the United 
States certainly to the point of willingness to 
abandon imperialism, give equal justioe to the 
Philippines and Haiti and aocept a summons into 
Oourit. It does not exist in Europe either among 
the Great Powers. Those that are active there 
for the outlawry of war are the ones that want to 
perpetuate the status quo. 

To me the "harmony program" seems like 
an apple of discord thrown into the peace forces 
to split them at the eleventh hour in that un¬ 
necessary fear that we would not go on to outlaw war. 

We will be friends just the same but we 
are on opposite sides on this issue. I shall be 
passing through New York on the 39th and have a 
number of appointments that I must meet; but if 
you are to be in the city that day or evening we 
might get together.

My deer Abe: 

Your letter of September 18th is tit 
hand. Let me thank you for the spirit in which 
you. have written. I am afraid that I did not 
make clear just what the committee has in mind 
in desiring to employ a foil-time secretary, 

1 enoloee herewith a suggested program. We do 
not have in mind that the secretary shall devote 
himself primarily to going about the oountry 
making speeohes althoughthe would of course do 
a oertaln amount of this. His real task would 
be to get other people to work on this whole 
question of International problems. 

You suggest that we make use of the 
men who have been overseas this summer. I agree 

with you absolutely that this should be done, 
but how is it to be done unless somebody oen 
give the matter time and attention. We have had 
men going overseas every summer for the past 
several years. Upon their return these men have 
been inadequately used - why - because there was 
no agenoy or person prepared to spend the time 
neoessery in correspondence and personal inter¬ 
views to' get these epeakers, and the churches 
desiring speakers together. You will notice 
that item No. 2 on our proposed program deals 
with this very point. You and I have both had 
enough experience to know that schedules cannot 
be arranged for ten or twenty persons without 
somebody giving a good deal of time to it. as 
a matter of fact there are men and women all 
over the United States qualified to speak ef¬ 
fectively in ohurohes and convent!ona if we could 
only get them on the Job. Thia ia exactly what 
we had in mind when we contemplated the forming 
of a speakers' bureau. 

As important os this item is, how¬ 
ever, it is only one of four or five major 
things that need to be done if the ohurohes are 
to be sufficiently aroused to make their maximum 
contributions to the solution oi this program. 
This task simply oennot be done without full- 
time energy from some capable person. Alva 











Taylor la already carrying two or three men a 
wort in looting after racial questions, indus¬ 
trial problems and BOoial evangelism, to aay 
nothing of hie part in the temperenoe program* 

I happen to know that he is burdened to the 
br eating point* My own schedule ie so heavily 
overcrowded that I am constantly compelled to 
refuse speaking Invitations that ere of first 
rote importance, and I have a program in writ¬ 
ing ahead of me th;jt will require many months* 
If the task of our committee is to be done ef¬ 
fectively, there is no alternative to the em¬ 
ployment of a capable person to give full time 
end energy to this wort..1 am personally con¬ 
vinced that there ere few opportunities among 
us equal to that which will be afforded by our 
comnittee* 

So far as finance is concerned I 
realize that the churches are besieged with 
appeals. I also know that their per capita 
gifts are disgracefully low for people who ere 
Spending as much money in luxury as we ere* 

For a great body of a million end a half dis¬ 
ciples to add a paltry sum of $16,000. to their 
budget is utterly inconsequentlei. Personally, 
I am unable to believe that they will fail to 
respond to our appeal. 


What I had in mind when I suggested 
that two or three churches help to the extent 
of $600* was that this amount be divided among 
various organizations and individuals, for ex¬ 
ample, to add $100, to your church budget, $100, 
to your women's missionary budget, and to get 
smaller gifts from other organizations and indi¬ 
viduals would mean less than a ten percent in¬ 
crease to your total budget for missions* Suj 
there are eight or ten men and women in your con¬ 
gregation who could give $25* a piece for 
extraordinary Important work on behalf of world 
pesoe without ever missing it. Of oourse I 
realize that this money will not be forthcoming 
unless our ministers oooperate in securing it* 
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Unfortonatoly every day of my time 
on the way South is fully engaged. I should 
like nothing better than to oorae by Kinaton end 
have a long talk with you about this whole mat¬ 
ter. perhaps it is worth reminding you that when 
you and Graham Prank and I were discussing the 
appointment of the committee at Cleveland last 
year, we talked definitely concerning the em¬ 
ployment of a full-time secretary of the com¬ 
mittee. At that time I got the impression that 
both you and brother Prank felt that it was ab¬ 
solutely neoeseory that a secretary be employed 
if the committee wee to funotion effectively. 

T do hope that in view of the extreme importance 
of arousing the churches on behalf of world 
peace, you as one of the men most vitally inter¬ 
ested in this problem will cooperate fully and 
effectively with the work of out committee. 

I shall look forward in the hope of 
seeing you at Oklahoma City,

Dear Kirby: 


I expect you have sensed among the students you have 
met recently what our members and secretaries are reporting 
from all parts of the country; namely, a markedly deepened 
interest in the foundations of our faith. One gets the impres¬ 
sion that they are none the less interested in war, race, etc., 
but that the best of them have gone through those questions to 
the more ultimate questions of who is God and what kind of a 
universe do we live in. 



To help meet this situation, which many students tell 
us is an urgent one, we want to publish in early succeeding 
numbers of The Intercollegian a serues of articles dealing with 
what has usually been thought to be the essential points of the 
faith. It is our hope that these articles will be written by 
men and women in very close touch with the present generation 
of students and some, at least, by those recently out of college. 
In line with this general plan is Pitt Van Dusen's article on 
the Christian idea of God, published in the current Intercollegian 

I am waiting to ask will you not prepare anarticle of 
from 1600—1900 words dealing with the "Divine Commonwealth . n 
You will recognise of course that an article in such brief space 
would run certain risks of sketchiness, but we believe even this 
is advisable in order to get students really to read them. 


I should be able to let you have until December first. 

If you find that this date is wholly impossible I might be able 
to let you have a little longer time. I earnestly hope you will 
help in this way. 

The conviction of those with whom I have talked is that 
these chapters ought to be virtually a confession of faith on 
the part of those who write. They ought to state in fresh terms 
the convictions of those who have been in touch with the vital 
spiritual life of the Student Christian Movement but have them¬ 
selves been trained or to some extent, at least, are familiar 
with the scientific and psychological phraseology of the day. The

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articles ought to be constructive in nature and define what for 
the writers are the abiding realities of the Christian experience 
as compared with the changing descriptions that from time to time 
this experience receives. We would hope, therefore, that the state- 
ments would be comprehensive enough to reflect the various espects 
of belief and endeavor to which we find ourselves committed as a 
Movement, in line with the tradition of the Church, the teaching 
of the Bible, and whatever experience of God we may have been 
able to find for ourselves. I do hope you will help in this way.
